THE SOURCE ADVISED THAT THERE f/JAS A PEACEFUL DEMONSTRATION 
ON APRIL 30, 1988, OUTSIDE THE FRONT GATE OF LOWRY AIR FORCE BASE 
(LAFB), DENVER, COLORADO. THERE WERE APPROXIMATELY 150 
DEMONSTRATORS FROM THE DENVER PLEDGE OF RESISTANCE AND THE 
AMERICAN FRIENDS SERVICE COMMITTEE WHO ATTENDED THIS 
DEMONSTRATION. THE DEMONSTRATION WAS CALLED THE "LOWRY CAMPAIGN, 
DENVER PLEDGE OF RESISTANCE." SOURCE STATED THE REASON WHY THE 
DEMONSTRATORS CHOSE LAFB WAS BECAUSE THE ACCOUNTING AND FINANCE 
CENTER TO FUND THE WAR IN CENTRAL AMERICA IS LOCATED AT THE LAFB. 

SOURCE PROVIDED THE FOLLOWING INFORMATION ON THREE OTHER 
DEMONSTRATIONS THAT WILL PROBABLY INVOLVE THE SAME DEMONSTRATORS 
LAFB; 

1. ON MAY 14, 1988, THERE WILL BE A DEMONSTRATION AT THE
